An important question is to be brought up at the annua 


convention of the Commercial La'^kLeagiie of America ii 
Pasadena, Cnl., this week. The presjclent of (lie league, E. I-1 
Brink, one of the most prominent lawyers of Cincinnati, is of 
the opinion that the time is at hand to do away with the law 
compelling editors and reporters to divulge their sources.of in- 
formation when called upon to do so. In all probability he is 
far frpni being alone in this view, and .the result of the discus- 
sion at this'convention is liable.to be a movement \yliicli'will 
wipe out a..law that long since lost, its usefulness if any it'ever 
had. 
In-speaking of this matter in Denver while on his way 


io the convention Mr.'Brink said: "The law recognizes con- 
fidential mailers between the lawyer and his.ciienl, the doctor 
and his patient, the priest aiuTlhe penitent. Why, in this sup- 
•prjsedly enlightened age, should restrictions be thrown nboul a 
newspaper when it attempts to perform just as great a func- 
tion? If anything, the law should protect newspapers in their 
efforts to enlighten .the public. There is;|||emedy at law if the 
newspapers abuse their privilege." 
"*' 


This will be regarded by'publishers and newspaper workers 


as a sensible view of (he case, and even the general public 
should, be able to grasp (he significance of Mr. Brink's conten- 
tion. It'means simply what everybody believes in, the free- 
dom of the press, with proper safeguards against (lie abuse of 
that freedom. 
The law, as Mr. Brink points out- provides a 


remedy for such abuse, and to the credit of the journalistic 
profession it is to be sa.id that in the great majority of csaes it 
refuses lo'be bound by a law which would compel the disclo- 
sure of sources of information given in confidence. 
Publish- 


ers acknowledge their responsibility for any damage done 
through (heir publications, the law holds them responsible, and 
that should be enough. 


Mr. Brink thinks it is high lime lo repeal (his law, which, so 


far as results are concerned, is practically a dead letter. 
Its at- 


tempted enforcement, of which New York city furnished a 
conspicuous instance not long ago, causes inconvenience and 
expense, but amounts to little or nothing in a practical way, 
and it would be betler for (he country if it were wiped off the 
statute books. That so influential a body as the Commercial 
Law League oKAmerica is interesting itself in the matter 
shoiiki.be.a source of satisfaction to newspaper publishers and 
workers everywhere.
